The  Squires  won  six  multi-team 
meets  during  the  season.  Mike  Bet- 
ten  and  Kyle  Strode  paced  the  victo- 
ries at  the  South  Side  and  Blooming- 
ton  Invitationals,  placing  fifth,  sixth 
and  27th,  and  23rd  respectively.  Ker- 
ry Hippensteel,  Brad  Good,  and  Matt 
White  lead  the  underclassmen  in  a 
victory  at  the  Manchester  Fresh- 
man/Sophomore Invitational.
